THE FUNCTION OF ALIBRARY COMMITTEE 


Part II 
Th. Friis 


THE COMPOSITION OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE 


Section 26 of the Regulations of the Cape Provincial Library Service regar 
ding a free provincial library service, as promulgated in the Provincial 
Gazette of the 16th September 1955, P.N. 543/1955, reads as follows: 


"26(a) The local authority or authorities which co- 

operate in the provision of library facilities under the 
service shall appoint an advisory library committee con- 
sisting of from 5 to 7 members for a period of three 
years in respect of every public library under its or 
their control Two of the members shall be councillors 
of such local authority or authorities, and one of the 
members shall be the librarian, who shall also act as 
secretary to the committee The library committee shall 
meet at least 4 times every year Each committee shall 
elect its own chairman, who shall not act as such for 
longer than two consecutive periods of 3 years each 


(b) A public library in a divisional council area, 
as well as a public library for non-Europeans, shall be 
conducted by a library committee of from 5 to 7 members 
who shall be elected annually by a general meeting of 
members The librarian shall be a member of the commit- 
tee, ex officio, and shall act as the secretary thereof. 
Every committee shall elect its own chairman, who shall 
not act as such for longer than six consecutive years 
The committee shall meet at least 4 times every year 


(c) School libraries shall be under the direct con- 
trol of the principal of the school, who shall appoint a 
teacher librarian 


This regulation was framed after considerable discussion and careful con 
sideration A country-wide survey of library committees showed that some 
committees consisted of as many as 18 members Many libraries’ regulations 
allowed an indeterminate period of office to committee members As a result 


cases were found where a member served for 30 years or more as an ordinary 
member or even as chairman 





Large committees with long periods of office do not conform to the princi- 
ples of sound library administration It is considered that a committee 
member’ s contribution in the furtherance of a library can be rendered within 
six years. 

Certain possibilities must be obviated, namely, that a committee member 
becomes an "habitual member" that he serves only because of his social status, 
or that the town council is afraid of hurting his feelings by not reappoint- 
ing him Every member must be judged according to his possible contribu- 
tion If he renders no service or has none to proffer he should be magnani- 
mous enough to make way for someone who has something to contribute 

It-occurs of course, in exceptional cases, that a member maintains a posi- 
tive contribution over a long period Such a person is imbued with the libra 
ry ideal and often makes great sacrifices for it He forms the heart of the 
committee, encourages and inspires his fellow members. Let me repeat: such 
veterans are rare and cannot be regarded as the norm. The Library Service 
regulations limit the period of office of the chairman to a maximum of six 
successive years, but do not restrict the period of office of ordinary commit 
tee members It is considered that town councils will bear in mind the sound 
Principles of good administration when appointing committee members 

For public libraries committee members are appointed for 3 years by the 
town council for depots they are elected yearly by the members of the libra 
ry 

The committee comprises 5 to 7 members It is our experience that small 
committees function more easily and effectively 

The composition of the committee is important In the first place, the 
local authority in the case of public libraries, has two representatives on 
the committee Often both the town council and the divisional council parti- 
cipate in the provision of library facilities In such cases the town coun 
cil will act wisely in chosing the representatives of the local authority 
from both local authorities 

The Divisional Council and the Town Council should each indicate its own 
representative 

These representatives cannot commit their local authorities ~- it has been 
mentioned before that the committee is advisory only - yet their views carry 
weight, because they have a background of municipal knowledge and can speak 
with authority on behalf of the town or divisional council. Their greatest 
benefit to the committee, however, lies in the fact that they are in a posi- 
tion to communicate the views of the committee and of the public accurately 
to the council 

The third representative on the committee is the librarian. On this matter 
there is a divergence of opinion Town clerks often object because the libra- 
rian is an officer of the council and thus responsible to the town clerk. 
The library committee is however not a sub-committee of the council. It 
cannot be compared with standing-committees like those for finance, parks, 
transport, etc The library committee’s function is not the same as that of 
the standing committees mentioned 





It has to deal with liaison and personnel relations rather than with finan 


ce or administrative decisions The librarian cannot commit the council or 
the town clerk by voting in the committee 

It is always open to the Town Clerk, when any library matter is discussed 
in Council to put his point of view, the final decision resting with the 
Council The librarian can be of great help to the committee if endowed with 
authority She (or he) must act as secretary and thus take the iniative in 
placing matters of real importance to the library on the agenda for committee 
meetings She is the person to moot new proposals and problems because she 
1S in such close contact with them The greatest objection to her presence 
would be that the committee might have to discuss her position In such 
circumstances there would be no difficulty in requesting her to leave the 
meeting for a short time, while her personal position is discussed 

The remaining 2 to 4 members are nominated from the general public In the 
case of a depot-committee all of the 5 to 7 members are naturally chosen from 
the public during the annual members meeting of the library The Council 
nominates these members because of their interest in books and libraries’ 
aims as well as their ability to take the lead and furnish sound advice 
to the Town Council It is important to note that these persons need not 
necessarily be the headmaster of the school, the minister, the magistrate or 
other highly-placed person Any person who has an interest in his fellow 
man and his community, who appreciates the influence of a library on the 
community. who is fond of reading and has a wide general knowledge is suit 
able He is better than someone with high accademic qualifications who has 
not the faintest idea of what a modern well-equipped library can and should 
mean to a community and in general to the nation 

The library committee in South Africa is far from fulfilling its function 
in the same manner as its counterpart in America or the Scandanavian lands

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VACATION COURSE FOR LIBRARIANS

During the winter holidays. a vacation course in Librarianship was held at 
Zonnebloem College Cape Town It lasted for two weeks; June 29th to July 
10th 1959 

About thirty librarians from all over the Cape Province attended the course 
the purpose of which was to enlighten and make the librarians aware of the im 
portant task confronting them in organising and controlling a library and to 
stress their responsibility to the reading public "The library was not just 
a clearing-house but a treasure-house of learning and knowledge" The libra 
rian is the keeper of this vast wealth and should be duly equipped to pass 
it on to the public As most of the students were actually librarians in 
charge of depots. the course was of inestimable value in helping to prepare 
them for the future important task of controlling standard libraries 

During the course. visits were paid to a few libraries and a word of praise 
to the Committee and Librarian of the Sarepta (Kuils River) library for their 
very fine effort will not be amiss A visit to the Molteno Coloured Library 
at Grabouw was rounded off with lunch and afternoon coffee at "Palmietrivier" 
the farm of Miss Kathleen Murray where we also partook of some delicious 
apples supplied by Mrs Molteno A visit to the Nasionale Pers, Parow, was 
noteworthy for the very pleasant way we were received and taken on conducted 
tours through the works Everyone was impressed by their first view of 
modern printing presses in action The visit to Library Headquarters at 
Keerom Street was of great interest and evoked many comments The giant task 
of reviewing purchasing cataloguing. filing and dispatching books is in 
capable hands Here too I must mention the fine work done in the selection 
of films and records 

The lecturers at the course are to be congratulated on the very fine and 
carefully prepared lectures and for the interesting way they were presented 
The Director of the Library Service is to be congratulated for his efforts in 
making this course possible 

Special thanks go to those persons not directly connected with the Provin 
cial Library Services for the interest they took in coming to lecture and 
assist in making the course interesting 

On the whole the general impression gained was that the course was of 
great interest and served to make the librarians more aware of the task con 
fronting them The hope is expressed that this will be the forerunner of 
many future courses

ment store." What Mr Benton observed in Leningrad is true of Soviet libra 
ries generally

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ALBRECHT DURER (1471-1528) 


Albrecht Durer is in Neurenberg gebore as die seun van n goudsmit, wat as 
jong man van Hongarye af na hierdie vooruitstrewende Duitse stad gekom het 
Neurenberg was een van die belangrikste handelssentra van Europa 

In sy vader se werkswinkel het Ditirer sy vroegste opleiding as goudsmit 
gehad. totdat hy in 1486 leerjonge geword het by Michael Wolgemut, een van 
Neurenberg se vooraanstaandste skilders en grafiese kunstenaars Gedurende 
hierdie tyd het Durer die tegniese vaardigheid geleer, wat hom die grootste 
meester gemaak het van houtsnee en metaal-grafering. 

Voordat hy sy eie werkswinkel in 1494 in Neurenberg begin het, het hy n hele 
paar jaar in Nederland, Switserland en [Italié gereis Dit was gedurende hier- 
die reise dat hy vir die eerste maal in aanraking gekom het met die nuwe denke 
en kuns van die Renaissance 

Gedurende die Middel-eeue was godsdiens die middelpunt en doel van alle 
menslike aktiwiteite en was dit die enigste stof vir die kunstenaar Renais- 
sance het die hergeboorte van n vroeére manier van lewe beteken; van n lewe 
waarin nie alleen die onsterflike siel die enigste betekenis gehad het nie, 
maar wat die sfeer van die mens in al sy fasette was, asook van die wéreld 
waarin hy gelewe het 

Daar was baie inherent in Ditirer wat gereageer het op die Renaissancistiese 
denke en doen Die diep religieuse gevoel in hom, die bron van sy beroemde 
grafiese werke oor bybelse onderwerpe, was saamgeweef met sy liefde vir die 
natuur en vir die mensheid 

Durer se werk weerspieél sy belangstellings in mense en ook sy meesterskap 
om vorm aan menslike karakter te gee Die portret van Oswolt Krell, n agent 
van die Ravensberger firma met groot ekonomiese mag, is in 1499 geskilder, 
na sy eerste reis na [talié Dit toon een van die aktiewe en lewenskragtige 
persoonlikhede wat Durer lief was om te skilder Die uitdrukkinge op die man 
se gesig is gelaai met spanning wat n groot mate van energie toon, en die 
kontras tussen die rigting waarin hy kyk en die rigting waarin sy liggaam 
gedraai is, wek amper die idee van n valk wat reg is om aan te val 

In Italie het Durer die kuns geleer om hande as n addisionele uitdrukkings- 
middel te gebruik en hier toon hulle duidelik n sterk maar getemperde krag 
Aan die linkerkant van die gesig is n venster wat op die natuurlike lewe buite 


uitkyk, n simbool van die selfbewuswording van die mens in sy verwantskap met 
die natuur 
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ALBRECHT DURER (1471-1528) 


Albrecht Durer was born in Nuremberg. the son of a goldsmith who as a 
young man had come from Hungary to this flourishing German town which was one 
of the main trading centres of Furope 

In his father’s workshop the young Albrecht Dtirer had his earliest training 
as a goldsmith until, in 1486. he became for four years the apprentice of 
Michael Wolgemut. one of Nuremberg’s foremost painters and graphic artists 
}t was during these years that Diirer gained the technical skill which made 
him the greatest master of woodcut and metal engraving 

Hefore setting up his own workshop in Nuremberg in 1494, Dtirer travelled 
for several years in the Netherlands, Switzerland and Italy, and it was 
uring these journeys that he first came in contact with the new thought and 
art of the Renaissance 

During the Middle Ages religion had been centre and purpose of all human 


activity and it had offered the only subject matter to the artist. Renais 


sance meant the re-birth of an earlier way of life a world in which not only 
the immortal soul had any importance but which was the sphere of man in all 
aspects, and of the world in which man lived 

There was much in Dtirer’s nature which responded to the Renaissance. The 
deep religious feeling in Diirer, the source of his great body of graphic 
work on biblical subjects, was matche:' by his love of nature and of humanity 

Direr’s vortraits reflect his interest in people and his mastery in giving 
form to human character The portrait of Oswolt Krell, a factor of the 
Ravensberger firm who held great economic power. was painted in 1499 after 
his first journey to Italy. It shows one of the active personalities Dtirer 
love.i to paint The expression of the sitter is charged with tension, sug 
gesting great energy. and the contrast between the angle of the body and the 
direction of the glance makes him seem like a hawk about to swoop. Diirer 
learnt to use hands as an additional means of expression in Italy and here 
they eloquently express power held firmly in check To the left of the head 
a window opens onto the natural world, the symbol of the awakening realisa 
tion of man in his relation to nature
